size. For seven months of eacti year 
thousands of visitors come and go. 
These visitors and iba students must be 
fed and a great many people are occupied 
every Sunday at the hotels and boarding 
bouses in this necessary work of prepar- 
ing so that the people may eat. Again 
tbe backing holiness occupies toe atten- 
tion of mnny men during the same wa- 
son. Tbere may be many ot those occu- 
pied in the summer who could attend in 
tbe winter, but when one begins to stay 
away from church it often happens that 
absence becomes much more frequent 
than being present. It is dim Milt, to 
estimate just how m»cy of our people 
are occupied so to prevent church going 
but ll is believed that quite H large pro- 
portion of tbe ono thonsaa 1 conld be so 
designated, at least in the summer time.
